Purdue  Seeks 
Student 
Trustee 

A  state  law  enacted  in  1971  calls  for 
a  student  member  to  be  appointed  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Purdue  Uni¬ 
versity.  The  appointment  is  made  by 
the  Governor  and  lasts  for  a  term  of  two 
years. 

Since  the  present  representatives 
term  expires  this  year,  the  Governor 
will  be  making  a  new  appointment  in 
January.  To  assist  him  in  appointing 
this  student,  a  committee  comprised  of 
student  representatives  from  each  of 
Purdue's  regional  and  main  campuses 
has  been  a  result  of  its  deliberations, 
will  submit  a  list  of  ten  nominees  to  the 
Governor  sometime  in  November.  He 
will  then  make  his  selection  and  ap¬ 
pointment  from  this  list. 

The  position  is  open  to  any  under¬ 
graduate  or  graduate  student  of  Pur¬ 
due  University  as  long  as  he/she  com¬ 
plies  with  the  following  criteria: 

1.  He/she  must  be  registered  as  a 
fulltime  student  under  Purdue  curri¬ 
culum,  not  planning  to  graduate  be¬ 
fore  the  spring  semester  of  1977, 

2.  Must  carry  at  least  a  4.0  graduation 
index, 

3.  Must  be  a  student  in  good  standing 
with  Purdue  University  (this  cannot 
be  on  any  type  of  university  proba¬ 
tion),  and 


4.  Must  be  a  resident  of  the  state  of  In¬ 
diana. 

NOTE:  ALL  OF  THE  CRITERIA  MUST 
BE  MAINTAINED  THROUGHOUT  THE 
DURATION  OF  THE  TERM  OF  AP¬ 
POINTMENT. 

Applications  will  be  available  at  the 
Dean  of  Students  Office,  SFLC  343,  on 
Monday  September  29.  The  deadline 
for  turning  in  an  application  will  be  5:00 
p.m.  on  October  10.  The  interview  date 
for  all  Purdue  Calumet  applications  will 
be  Tuesday  October  21.  Interviews  will 
be  conducted  here  at  the  Calumet 
Campus.

Campground 

Planned  in 
Florida 

— NOCR— A  year-round  camp¬ 
ground  offering  inexpensive  activities 
aimed  at  the  college  student  market  is 
being  planned  in  Florida.  To  be  called 
“Gathering  76,”  the  campground  will 
offer  horseback  riding,  an  auto  and 
motorcycle  racing  track,  swimming, 
karate  tournaments,  as  well  as  free  live 
entertainment  and  outdoor  movies,  ac¬ 
cording  to  one  of  the  project's  promo¬ 
ters,  Al  Klops. 

"Many  of  the  communities  around 
the  country  just  aren't  receptive  to  col¬ 
legiate  groups.  You  know,  they  don't 
mind  sending  their  kids  to  college  but 
they  don't  want  college  kids  coming  to 
them,  "says Klops. 

Gathering  76  will  be  one  community 
that  does  want  the  college  crowd  In 
fact  Klops  and  his  associates  will  go  all 
out  to  attract  students  from  throughout 
the  nation.  If  all  goes  well,  their  promo¬ 
tional  campaigns  should  start  this  fall 
and  be  rotated  on  a  geographical  basis. 

The  search  for  the  location  has  been 
narrowed  to  several  Florida  sites  rang¬ 
ing  from  1,000  to  4,500  acres,  says 
Klops.  The  promoters'  schedule  calls 
for  a  site  accommodating  1,000  stu¬ 
dents  to  be  open  by  spring  vacation. 
The  cost  for  a  month  at  Gathering  76 
will  be  $50  including  campsite,  enter¬ 
tainment,  and  mostacUvit,ie$. ......  ...

The  Alumni  Hall  will 
be  the  place  to  be  at  12  Noon  or  at  7 
p.m.  when  Rhett  Butler  says  to  Scarlet 
O'Hara  those  immortal  words,  "Frankly 
my  dear.  I  don't  give  a  damn. 

Friday,  Homecoming  Queen  finals 
continue  in  the  SFLC  Concourse. 

At  4  p.m.  the  preliminaries  to  the’ 
Commode  Bowl  Tournament  will  be 
played  on  the  South  side  of  173rd 
Street. 

Saturday,  Homecoming  Day,  opens 
with  the  annual  Homecoming  Day  par¬ 
ade  with  over  fifty  units.

Value  of  College 

Questioned 


— NOCR — First  a  controversial  book 
by  Caroline  Bird  brought  us  "The  Case 
Against  College,”  which  argues  that  a 
college  education  is  often  a  poor  use  of 
the  time  and  money  it  requires. 

Now,  a  preview  of  a  soon-to-be-pub¬ 
lished  book,  "The  Overeducated 
American,”  reports  that  "large  numbers 
of  young  people,  for  the  first  time,  are 
likely  to  obtain  less  schooling  and  po¬ 
tentially  lower  occupational  status  than 
their  parents.” 

Young  people  are  turning  away  from 


the  concept  that  a  college  degree  is 
the  ticket  to  a  better  life,  the  authors 
say,  because  the  economic  advantages 
of  the  college-educated  over  others 
has  slipped  drastically.  In  the  brief 
span  of  about  five  years,  the  college 
job  market  has  gone  from  a  major 
boom  to  a  major  bust. 

The  book,  and  a  preview  article,  “The 
Declining  Value  of  College  Going," 
which  appears  in  the  September  issue 
of  Change  magazine,  are  written  by

GAS  Reformation 


A  group  of  students  led  by  James 
LaCourse  and  Al  Torres,  calling  them¬ 
selves  the  "Provisional  Student  Gov¬ 
ernment"  have  been  meeting  with 
representatives  of  the  G.A.S.,  headed 
by  Jim  Larson,  for  several  weeks.  Joint 
meetings  of  all  Student  Organization 
V.I.P's  have  been  held.  Another  such 
meeting  is  scheduled  today,  in  the 
WAR  Room  (3rd  floor  of  the  O'  Bldg.) 

The  G  A  S.  began  a  revision  of  its 
constitution  at  the  beginning  of  the 
74-75  school  year.  When  interested 
students  learned  of  the  revision  in  pro¬ 
gress  a  counter-proposal  was  intro¬ 
duced.  The  counter  proposing  group, 
headed  by  Jim  LaCourse  and  Al  Torres 
has  worked  feverishly  for  months  to 
come  up  with  an  acceptable  version  of 
organization.  One  which  lends  itself  to 
maximum  input  and  the  fairest  repre¬ 
sentation.  After  several  months  of  ne¬ 
gotiating  a  compromise  position  has 
tentatively  been  reached  and  this  com¬ 
promise  position  is  the  only  Agenda 
item  for  today's  meeting. 

In  an  interview  last  Tuesday,  the 
following  dialog  took  place: 

Dean  Perkins:  What  do  you  see  as 


the  charge  of  a  Student  Government? 

Jim  Larson:  I  don't  understand. 

Dean  Perkins:  What  would  you  con¬ 
sider  a  viable,  operable  Student  gov¬ 
erning  unit?  There  have  been  dis¬ 
agreements  among  the  present  G.A.S. 
Al,  Jim  and  yourself.  Obviously,  you 
see  the  government  as  one  kind  of 
body  and  they  see  it  as  being  another. 
What  do  you  see  it  as  being?  What  are 
the  points  of  difference. 

Jim  Larson:  We  have  worked  out  our 
differences  and  now  we  have  separate 
but  compatible  proposals  which  are  to 
be  acted  upon  and  combined  into  one 
on  Monday.  The  biggest  differences 
we  had,  had  to  do  with  proportionality  - 
representation.  We  met  Thursday  night 
with  representatives  from  both 
philosophical  camps  and  I  feel  that  pro¬ 
gress  was  made.  We  found  that  we  are 
not  really  that  far  apart. 

Dean  Perkins:  I'm  still  not  entirely 
clear  on  what  the  major  difference  was 
or  is. 

James  LaCourse:  The  major  differ¬ 
ence  was  the  matter  of  "At  Large" 
representation.

EDITORIAL 


The  Student  Activities 
Bureau's  decision  to  narrow 
down  the  Homecoming 
Queen  candidate  field  from  5 
girls  to  3  girls  after  pre¬ 
liminary  voting  showed 
selfishness,  prejudice,  and  a 
failure  of  SAB  to  look  at  the 
facts  before  acting. 

As  you  may  or  may  not 
know,  Purdue  Calumet  has 
had  a  black  homecoming 
queen  the  last  two  years.  If 
SAB  rules  get  any  more 
rigorous,  this  will  soon  be¬ 
come  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Every  year  it  seems  the 

Black  Student  Union  and 
IFE,  another  black  organiza¬ 
tion  on  campus,  must  over¬ 
come  more  and  more  ob¬ 
stacles  to  sponsor  a  winner. 
Two  years  ago,  there  was  no 
preliminary  voting.  Jackie 
Wood,  the  Black  Student 
Union’s  candidate  won  that 
election. 

Last  year,  in  an  attempt  to 
give  PUCC  a  ‘more  represen¬ 
tative  queen,’  preliminary 
elections  were  held  to  lessen 
the  field  in  the  finals  to  5  girls 
and  give  the  white  candi¬ 
dates  a  better  chance.  Anita 
Anderson,  LFE’s  candidate 
won  that  election,  so  now 
we’re  going  to  try  one  more 
time. 

Should  the  black  students 
be  penalized  for  turning  out 


during  voting  and  supporting 
their  candidate?  I  think  not. 

PUCC  doesn’t  get  black 
homecoming  queens  be¬ 
cause  the  ‘odds’  are  with  the 
1  black  candidate,  because 
with  five  or  even  ten  girls 
running  for  queen  the  odds 
are  with  the  white  candi¬ 
dates. 

Black  students  comprise 
less  than  or  about  1 0%  of  the 
total  university  population.  If 
PUCC  has  a  black  queen,  it’s 
because  the  Black  Student 
Union  and  LFE  got  their  shit 
together  and  voted.  Not  just 
5%  of  them  or  25%  of  them 
but  almost  100%  of  them. 

When  the  white  students 
decide  they  really  want  a 
white  homecoming  queen, 
maybe  they’ll  get  off  their 
fannies  and  vote  for  their 
choice,  but  as  long  as  only  a 
small  percentage  of  whites 
actually  care  and  respond  by 
voting,  they  do  not  deserve  a 
white  queen. 

The  crux  of  the  problem  is 
the  apathy  of  a  vast  number 
of  students,  and  that  is  what 
SAB  should  be  out  to  con¬ 
quer.  Instead,  it  seems 
they’re  out  to  kill  any  spirit  or 
enthusiasn  that  does  exist. 

If  Black  Student  Union’s 
candidate  wins  this  year,  will 
the  finals  be  between  two 
girls  next  year?

I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  a  fact 
that  neither  you  or  your  staff  has  men¬ 
tioned,  which  affects  a  goodly  number 
of  students. 

Here  it  is,  starting  the  5th  week  of 
classes,  and  it  will  be  another  week  at 
least  before  my  workbooks  for  COM 
530  comes  in.  Not  only  the  COM  530 
books  are  out,  but  a  number  of  other 
students  have  also  complained  about  a 
lack  of  textbooks. 

It  so  happens  the  COM  530  book  is  a 
workbook  which  has  assignments 
given  out  of  it  every  class  session. 
Since  the  book  also  contains  study 
material  instructing  how  to  work  the 
problems,  the  class  instructor  has  had 


to  have  copies  made  of  numerous 
pages  since  the  first  week  of  classes. 
Eve  then  it  isn't  the  same,  as  not  every 
page  can  be  copied  for  the  three  stu¬ 
dents  in  this  class.  (There  are  only  13 
people  enrolled  in  COM  530.  so  to  say 
the  bookstore  underbought  the  text  is 
redundant. 

They  have,  of  course,  shifted  the 
blame  to  Registration,  which  they  claim 
over  registered  75%  of  the  classes. 
While  that  may  be  quite  possible,  the 
Calumet  Campus  Shop  certainly 
should  be  able  to  get  the  necessary 
books  in  less  than  a  month,  and  if  tney 
can't,  maybe  PUCC  should  change 
companies.

Aptitude  Scores  Hit  New  Low

(CPS)  —  While  tuition  and  the  cost  of 
living  spiral  higher  and  higher,  one  tra¬ 
ditional  statistical  marker  for  students 
continues  to  fall:  aptitude  scores  for 
college-bound  seniors. 

In  the  steepest  plunge  in  the  last  1 1 
years,  average  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test  (SAT)  scores  for  1975  graduating 
high  school  seniors  fell  ten  points  on 
the  verbal  part  of  the  test  and  eight 
points  on  the  mathematical  section  be¬ 
low  the  scores  of  1974  graduates.  The 
nosedive  continued  a  downward  trend 
that  has  seen  the  average  verbal  score 
fall  44  points  and  the  average  mathe¬ 
matical  score  drop  30  points  since 
1963. 

1975  college-bound  seniors  earned 
an  average  434  verbal  score  and  an 
average  472  mathematical  score.  On 
the  SAT's  200-800  scale,  20%  fewer  of 
the  1975  graduates  had  verbal  scores 
at  or  above  600,  while  8%  more  had 
scores  in  the  200-400  range. 

The  SAT,  according  to  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board,  sponsor 
of  the  test,  is  "a  standardized  measure 
of  developed  reasoning  abilities  impor¬ 
tant  in  college  courses.'  Test  scores 
are  used  by  college  admission  boards 
and  scholarship  agencies  to  compare 
students  from  widely  differing  schools. 

While  aptitude  scores  for  1975 
graduates  fell,  however,  career  goals 
and  self-confidence  as  recorded  in  a 
separate  part  of  the  SAT  increased. 

Roughly  70%  of  the  nearly  one  mil¬ 
lion  graduates  said  they  plan  to  com¬ 
plete  an  undergraduate  degree,  with 
some  45%  of  the  men  and  35%  of  the 
women  aiming  for  postgraduate  de¬ 
grees.  While  women  reported  less  am¬ 
bitious  degree  plans  than  men,  this  gap 
has  narrowed  over  recent  years. 

About  60%  of  the  seniors  reported 
plans  to  apply  for  advanced  placement, 
course  credit,  or  exemption  from  re¬ 
quired  courses  in  college. 

Also,  some  20%  rank  themselves  in 
the  top  1%  in  ability  to  get  along  with 
others  while  10%  rank  themselves  in

the  10%  rank  themselves  in  the  top  1% 
in  leadership. 

In  choosing  from  some  30  curriculum 
areas,  the  students  showed  marked  dif¬ 
ferences  by  sex.  More  than  25%  of  the 
men  chose  career  preparation  in  busi¬ 
ness  and  commerce  or  engineering, 
while  more  than  33%  of  the  women 
chose  health  and  medical  services  or 
education. 

The  College  Board  also  compared 
scores  to  family  income  and  reported  a 
correlation  of  descending  parental  in¬ 
come  to  descending  scores.  Students 
who  scored  in  the  750-800  range  had  a 
parental  income  of  $27,999  while 
those  who  scored  in  the  200-249  range 
reported  a  mean  parental  income  of 
$9,583. 

In  estimated  parental  contributions 
towards  financing  their  college  educa¬ 
tion,  the  College  Board  reported  that 
approximately  75%  of  the  black  and 
Mexican-American  students  estimated 
contributions  of  less  than  $615,  with 
half  of  the  students  in  these  two  groups 
estimating  contributions  of  less  than 
$200.  Comparatively,  half  of  the  white 
students  estimated  their  families'  con¬ 
tribution  at  less  than  $1145. 

Based  on  these  figures,  the  College 
Board  observed  that  "minority  students 
need  significantly  larger  amounts  of  fi¬ 
nancial  aid  if  they  are  not  to  have  their 
freedom  of  college  choice  severely  re¬ 
stricted  by  their  families'  financial  cir¬ 
cumstances." 

The  Board  noted,  however,  that 
while  minority  students  face  the  most 
severe  problems  in  financing  their  edu¬ 
cation,  they  are  by  no  means  alone. 

Citing  an  earlier  study  by  the  College 
Boards  which  estimated  costs  of  col¬ 
lege  attendance  for  1975-76  ranging 
from  $2100  for  public  two-year  institu¬ 
tions  on  a  commuter  basis  to  $4400  for 
private  four-year  institutions  on  a  resi¬ 
dent  basis,  the  Board  concluded, 
"about  half  of  the  1975  graduates  are 
not  even  able  to  contribute  half  the 
money  needed  for  the  lower  of  these 
two  student  expense  budgets."

Dean  Perkins:  What  do  you  think  it 
should  be? 

James  LaCourse:  We  discussed  this 
at  length  and  what  we've  come  up  with 
is  that  the  number  of  At-Large  repre¬ 
sentatives  should  exceed  the  number 
of  organizational  positions  by  1 . 

Dean  Perkins:  What's  your  rationale 
for  that? 

James  LaCourse:  The  rationale  was 
that  the  students . . . 

Al  Torres:  May  I  answer  that  ...  we 
saw  and  we  believe,  first  of  all  that 
G.A.S.  should  be  the  filter,  the  Mason, 
between  the  administration  and  the 
students.  Student  Government  is  here 
for  the  benefit  of  the  total  student  body 
—  not  simply  for  the  cliques  who  -  from 
time  to  time  -  take  it  over  -  like  S.A.B  . 
for  instance.  We  wanted  to  keep  the 
power  of  G.A.S.  and  S.A.B.  in  students 
hands  -  Students  -  at-large  -  hands.

FML  has  to  be  rated  a  To  See  in  my 
book.  If  you  have  read  the  book  FML 
don't  miss  the  movie.  It  is  also  worth 
comparing  to  Robert  Altman  s  version 
of  another  Chandler  book.  The  Long 
Goodbye,  which  starred  Elliot  Gould  as 
Marlowe.  Whatever  the  reason,  see  it. 

For  those  of  you  that  want  to  see 
good  movies  at  reasonable  prices  the 
Art  Institute  in  Chicago  is  a  place  to 
keep  in  mind.

vantage,  it  is  not  nearly  as  great  as  it 
once  was.  The  study  says  that  "what 
promises  to  be  a  long-term  change  in 
the  supply-demand  balance”  has 
caused  the  collapse  of  the  college  job 
market  since  the  number  of  the  types 
of  jobs  which  traditionally  require  a  col¬ 
lege  education  have  leveled  off. 

"As  a  result  of  the  decline  in  relative 
incomes  and  starting  salaries  and  in  the

Richard  Freeman,  an  associate  profes¬ 
sor  of  economics  at  Harvard,  and  J. 
Herbert  Hollomon,  a  former  president 
of  the  U.  of  Oklahoma.  Their  writings 
are  based  on  a  research  project  done  at 
Harvard  and  the  M  l  T. -based  Center 
for  Policy  Alternatives. 

The  study  found  that  while  college 
graduates  still  have  an  economic  ad¬

face  of  continued  increases  in  tuition 
and  fees,  the  rate  of  return  on  the  col¬ 
lege  investment  has  fallen  signifi¬ 
cantly.  According  to  one  set  of  esti¬ 
mates,  the  return  dropped  from  1 1  to 
12  percent  in  1969  to  7  to  8  percent  in 
1974,"  say  the  authors.  "A  decrease  of 
this  magnitude  is  unprecedented." 

Not  everyone  is  jumping  on  the 
bandwagon  of  gloom  about  the  future 
of  higher  education.  "Patent  non¬ 
sense"  was  the  way  Allan  Ostar,  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities, 
reacted  to  forecasts  of  a  college 
graduate  surplus  and  reports  that  too 
many  people  are  going  to  college. 

Economic  and  manpower  forecasts 
must  be  treated  as  broad  guidelines, 
not  absolutes,  Ostar  said  in  an  address 
to  the  graduating  class  of  St.  Cloud 
State  U.  (Minn.)  "The  world  is  not  a 
neat  mathematical  progression.  Chang¬ 
ing  circumstances,  new  technologies, 
and  just  plain  chance  hinder  accurate 
forecasting.  The  idea  of  a  col  lege  gear¬ 
ing  its  educational  programs  to  fill  the 
slots  forecast  for  1985  is  absolutely 
frightening. 

He  criticized  reports  that  evaluate 
college  in  terms  of  rate  of  return  on  in¬ 
vestment  or  in  other  monetary  terms. 
The  rationale  for  college  is  not  to  ac¬ 
cumulate  wealth  and  personal  success, 
but  to  accumulate  knowledge— a  re¬ 
source  which  cant  be  lost  in  the 
market,  Ostar  argued. 

Ostar,  while  criticizing  the  forecasts, 
acknowledged  that  their  conclusions 
are  becoming  a  matter  of  record. 
"There  are  fewer  high  school  gradu¬ 
ates  going  on  to  college.  Not  by 
choice,  or  because  they  happen  to 
agree  with  Bird  or  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics,  but  because  they  are  being 
priced  out  of  college."
